Paxillus giganteus (Sowerby) Fries. 

_ Color alutaceo-albus. Pileus 31-13 cm. et major, mollis carnosus plano-infundi- 
buliformis, non umbonatus, minute adpresso-squamulosus ad marginem saepe 
fissilis. Stipes 31-4 cm. longus et ultra, lf-2! cm. crassus, laevis solidus, in- 
ternus saepe spongiosus, ad basin attenuates. Lamellae albidae leviter de- 
currentes, latae, ramulosae anatomosaeque. Caro alba firma. Sporae albidae.

Entirely tan white. 

Pileus 3J-13 cm. or more, soft, fleshy, plano-infundibuliform, not umbonate, 
minutely adpresso-squamulose, margin often splitting. 

Stem 3|-4 cm. or more long, lf-2§ cm. thick, smooth, solid, often internally 
spongy, attenuated towards the base. 

Gills whitish, decurrent, broad, often branched and anatomosing. 

Flesh white, firm. 

Spores whitish.

Hab. Honshu: in locis graminosis regionis collinae ad pagum Hon go, 
Kamakura-Gori, prov. Sagami in praefectura Kanagawa-Ken (Keihiko Ito, 
leigt, d. 2. mense Octobris anno 1929). (v. v.). 

Not uncommon. 

Spores have not been measured by myself. Their size varies according to 
different authors ; thus : 4-6 x 3-4 /j (ex Kabsten) ; 5 x 3 fi (ex Worthington G. 
Smith); 8-4(ex Britzelmayr) ; broadly elliptical, 7-8x5-Op, 1-3-guttulate 
(ex Rea). 

The beautiful illustration of this species fonnd in Fries' magnificent 
“ Sveriges atliga och giftiga Svampa,” tab. 86, seem to agree exactly with our 
Japanese specimens. 
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Not to be confounded with Clitocybe maxima Quelet, which has broadly 
infundibuliform pileus umbonate at the center, and unbranched gills.

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Camellia Sasanqua Thunb. var. Fujikoana Makino, nov. var. 

A dwarf form, attaining about § m. in height, densely ramose; branches 
which are rufous and branchlets which are bay alike glabrous. Leaves obovato- 
oblong or elliptico-oblong, shortly acuminate with an obtuse or emarginate tip, 
acute at the base, serrate, green and shining with a puberulent midrib above, 
paler and glabrous with a glabrous or very scantily pubescent prominent mid¬ 
rib beneath, coriaceous, attaining 7cm. long, 3§cm. wide; petiole pubescent
